. Britain ; for I am perfuaded he will 
@urden us no longer with them than they

My Lords, 
HE Noble Lord who fpoke laf, in- 
formed me of a piece of news which 
mwas before unacquainted with, and which 
am forry tohear: for, if our taking16,000 
anoverians into our pay, and for that 
hd fending 16,000 of our own troops 
mp the continent, be a wrong meafure, I 
m forry to hear that it was approved of, 
y not only approved of, but applauded, 
all thofe of his Majefty’s council. As 
think it a bad meafure, I could have 
hthed to have heard, that it was the 
eafure of one fingle minifter, becaufe I 
puld have expected, that in that cafe it 
ight have been more eafily defeated, 
owever, fuppofe it to have been appro- 
bd and applauded by all thofe then pre- 
mt in his Majefty’s council, this can give 
> ne'er a bit the better opinion of it ; 
I have a threwd fufpicion, that his 
ajefty’s new council is already formed, 
me the old one was, under the direRion of 
mec fole minifter, and that no one comes 
Meere but thofe who are refolved to ap- 
ove and applaud whatfoever that mini- 
t may be pleafed to propofe : there- 
ire, when the Noble Lord informed us 
this meafure’s having met with fucha 
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general approbation, I hope he defigned 
it only as a piece of news, and not as an 
argument that ought to have any weight 
in this debate. 

What confiderations might prevail in 
council for fuch an unanimous apprebati- 


on of this meafure, I fhall not pretend to. 


guefs. Complaifance might perhaps have 
fome weight there, but I hope it will 
have none here ; I hope nothing but true 
reafon andargument will have any weight 
with your Lordfhips : and howeverexpen- 
five this meafure may be, if it could be 
made appear, that it has been, or will be 
of any real fervice to the Queen of Hun- 
gary, I fhould be as heartily for it as any 
Lord in this houfe ; becaufe I am as 
much for {upporting that princefs as any 
honett and reafonable Englithman can be; 
but I am not now, nor ever was for our 
taking that fupport upon ourfelves alone, 
or for iupporting her in fuch a manner as 
muft foon bring inevitable ruin upon our- 
felves. Upon thisfubje&t, the Noble Lords 
who oppofe this motion, have fallen into 
a very great miftake, with regard tothe 
voice of the nation. Will they fay, that 
the people have defired we fhould under- 
take the fupport of the Queen of Hunga- 
ry, without the affiflance of the Dutch, or 
any of the other powers upon the conti- 
nent ? will they fay, the people defired 
we fhould engage in a land-war againtk 
France, Spain, and the Emperor, without 
the afliftance of any one power upon the 
continent, except that princefs alone ? 
My Lords, the voice of the people was 
manifefted by, and was, at leait for that 
once, agreeable to the voice of their re- 
prefentatives in parliament : and that was 
founded upon the Queen of Llungary’s 
being timely and properly allied by thofe 
powers who were engaged by treaties and 
bound by intereit to fupport her. If they 
had been ready to join with us, our fend- 
ing our troops abroad, and taking fo- 
reigners into our pay, would have been 
agreeable to the voice of the people ; but, 
even in that cafe, I doubt much if they 
would have approved of Hanoverians. 

I am therefore farprifed to hear the 
voice of the people made ule of for julti- 
fying this meafure, and I am fill more 


furprifed when I hear it made ufe of by 
thole, 
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thofe, who, in every other refpe&t, have 
fhewn the utmoft contempt for the voice 
ofthe people. Itis this, my Lords, that 
has raifed fuch a general odium againft 
fome of our minifters, and this is proba- 
bly che caufe of their meeting with fo lit- 
tle fuccefs in their negotiations for form- 
ing a confederacy (ifthey have any fuch 
defign) in favour of the Queen of Hunga- 
ry ; for however much a minifter may 
biuiter here at home, he will meet with 
but little credit or confidence abroad, 
when it is known, that he is general- 
ly hated or defpited by the people. 
‘This, I fay, may be the caufe of their 
not having been yet able to form any con- 
feceracy upon the continent ; but what- 
ever may be the caule, they fhould have 
delayed putting the nation to the expence 
of traniporting its troops thither, and ta- 
king a great army of foreigners into its 
pay, tli they had feen, that this hep on- 
Jy was wanting to enable them to bring 
that confederacy to perfection. In 1701, 
we fent fome troops to Holland, before 
the grand alliance was abfolutely conclu- 
ded ; but it was at the requeft of the 
Dutch, and becaufe not only they, but 
the Emperor, and moft of the princes of 
the empire, were foliciiing us to enter in- 
to a confederacy with them agaia‘t the 
then overgrown power and ambitious 
views of Lewis XIV. of France. 

Can this be faid to be the cafe at pre- 
fent? Did the Dutch requeft our fending 
any troops to the continent ? On the con- 
trary, my Lords, they remonftrated againft 
it. And the King of Pruffia has declared a- 
giinft any more foreign troops entering 
the empire: nay he has threatened them, 
ifthey do; and he has not only power, 
but {pirit to carry thofe threats into exe- 
cution. I] cannot therefore imagine what 
we are todo with thofe troops we have 
colie&ed together in Flanders, unlefs itbe 
to drain this country of the little ready 
ipecie yet remaining in it. Surely we will 
not pretend to attack France with an ar- 
my of 40 or50,000 men, when it is ‘0 €a- 
fy for her to bring an army of 100,000 
againft us: and we can as little pre- 
tend to enter the empire, in order to af- 
fit the Queen of Hungary againft the 
Emperor ; becaule, if our own troops 
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fhould go there, it wil! draw the King of 
Pruffia upon our backs ; and our merce. 
naries muft not go there, becaule they be. 
long to princes who are member: of the 
empire, and cannot therefore engage 2. 
gainft the Emperor their fovereign. 
would be wrong to advile his Majeity : 
expofe himfeif to the ban of the emp, 
by allowing his troops to be employed 
gaint the Emperor; and the Hefiian: 
exprefsly ftipulated not to be emp!

J ho’ it was the intereit of this nation by 
ll means to procure an accommodation 
between the courts of Vienna and Berlin, 
nd even to infilt upon the former's ac- 
bepting of the terms offered by the latter ; 
et, by means of this nation, the French 
purt got all they wanted. This is a my- 
pry, but this myflery may now be un- 
ddled, by a paper we have got upon our 
ble. The court of Hanover, or fome of 
eir minilters here, or perhaps a certain 
rfon who was refolved at any rate to 
pin an intereft with them, formed a 
heme for taking this opportunity tocon- 
Myer and annex fome part of the Pruffian 
Zp minions to thofe of Hanover ; and for 
eis purpofe an offenfive alliance was tobe 
tered into between the Queenof Hunga- 
» the Czarina, the Eleétor of Hanover 
bd King of G. Britain, and the Dutch, 
painit the King of Pruflia ; with this ex- 
efs Rtipulation, that each party fhould 
ep what they conquered ; and with a 
nd, but ridiculous conceit, that the 
Fench would fit ftill, and quietly allow 
is fcheme to be carried into execution. 
It was in confequence of this icheme, 
Lords, that the troops of Hanover 
re augmented, and not purely to join 
th this nation in affifling the Queen of 
meungary; it was in confequence of this 
Mameme, that this nation was faddled with 
fe rant of 300,000). to the Queen of Hun- 
ry, even before fhe was attacked by a- 
one except the King of Pruffia; it was 
confequence of this fcheme, that we 
re put to the expence of taking the Da- 
1 and Heffian troops into our pay, fo 
ly asat Ladyday 1741; and it was for 
fake of this fcheme, that his Majeily 
s advifed, in his firft letter to the Queen 
Hungary, not to infilt peremptorily up- 
her accepting the terms offered by 1's ul- 
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fia. But the Dutch abfolutely refuted to 
hearken in the leatt to thefe propotals ; 
nay they even refuied a paflage forthe 
Britith troops defigned at that time to have 
been fent to Hanover: the Czarina refu- 
fed to have any fhare in the conquefts: 
the Queen of Hungary herfelf retured to 
have any fhare; and, I am fure, no one 
can think, this nation intended to keep a- 
ny fhare of what was conquered from Pruf- 
fia. ‘Thefe unlooked for difappointments 
very much difconcerted our ELlanover pro- 
jectors ; but, with regard to the French, 
this {cheme had already produced its ef- 
fect. It gave them courage to a@ ing 
more open manner: they marched their 
armies publickly to the Rhine, and they 
offered great advantages to the King of 
Pruffia, if he would join in their meatures, 
This put a final end to our favourite 
{fcheme, becaule we then faw, the execu- 
tion would be extremely dangerous, and 
the event very uncertain. Even then we 
might have prevented the war in Ger- 
many ; for fo averfe was the King of Pruf- 
fia to the French intere{t, that he was (ll 
offering terms to the court of Vienna, e- 
ven after the battle of Molwitz: and if 
we had talked to that court as a great and 
powerful nation ought to have done, if we 
hadtalked to them ina peremptory manner, 
they would, they mul have given jacif- 
faétion to Pruffia: but we talked to them 
likea petty prince of the empire, not yet 
fecure of being delivered from their dom:- 
nion; we talked to them as if we had been 
afraid of ditobliging them, and in all e- 
vents promiled our afiittance ; which con- 
firmed that court in its natural obitinacy, 
fo that the King of Pruilia was at lait o- 
bliged to clofe inwith the French; and this 
gave courage to them to enter Germany, 
and to the Duke of Bavaria to declare 
war againit the Queen of Hungary: for 
no other reafon can be aifigned, why the 
French and Bavarians fhouid Jet fo much 
of the fummer pafs away before their en- 


tering upon action; which, as ] thal: pre- 
fently fhew, was one of the chief cauics of 
the difatters they met with in the foliow- 


ing winter. 
therefore think it evident, that, 


the mealures of this nation had, from the 
iume of the late ccath, 
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Gire&ted by councils entirely Britifh, the 

French would never have dared to have 
entered Germany; and, by the concurrence 
of Pruffia and Saxony, the Duke of Lor- 
sain would now have been upon the Impe- 
sial throne. This, I fay, my Lords, is evi- 
dent; and this I will venture to declare, 
without any fear of being deemed difaffe&t- 
ed toour prefent happy eitablifhment,oran 
enemy to hisMoajefty’sgovernment. Itis not 
they who expole, but they who advife and 
promote wrong meatures, that are his Ma- 
jetly’s greateft enemies; and as many Kings 
have been undone by flattery, they are 
his Majefty’s greateft and moft dangerous 
eremies, who facrifice his intereft to his 
favour, and humour his paffions at the ex- 
pence of his reafon. It was this fort of 

fycophancy that opened a way for the 
French into Germany ; and now I fhall 
obferve, that they marched thither with 
two refolutions, both which required a 
nicer fort of management than their chief 
General was capable of. ‘The firft was, 
to fave their own troops as much as pof- 
fible, and leave the Germans to fight it out 
among themfelves; and the other was, not 
to reduce the houfe of Auftria too low, 
leit they might thereby raife up a new ri- 
val to themielves in the houfe of Bavaria. 
This, and their late entering into Ger- 
many, prevented their putting an end to 
the war at once, by befieging and taking 
Vienna ; and their poflefiing themfeives of 
Bohemia, before they had time to lay up 


. Magazines for providing, or to fortify pla- 


ces for fecuring their winter-quarters, and 
preferving a communication with Bava- 
ria, was the caufe of all the misfortunes 
they met with during the winter-feafon : 
for the Auftrians made the moft of thefe 
miftakes, and at Lintz and other places 
deftroyed a great part both of the French 
and Bavarian armies before next {pring ;

I have already fhewn, that the neutrality 
of Pruffia and Saxony, and confequently 
of Sicily, was owing to the mifconduct of 
France, and not to our meafures; and 
after that I may boldly afk, what fervice 
have we done to that princefs ?

‘The Dutch, we are 
told, agreed upon an augmentation of 
their troops, as foon as they heard of the 
change in our adminiftration.

without the concurrence of thecity of Dort, 
is nothing extraordinary ; for fuch a pro- 
ceeding is very common in that province, 
when one of their little towns continues 
unreafonably obitinate. 
After what I have faid, my Lords, Ihope 
J fhall hear no more of the great and good 
eficcts produced by our late meafures. A 
molt happy change has indeed been brought 
about ; but it has been brought about en- 
tirely by the bravery of the Queen of 
Hungary’s troops ; by the wifdom of her 
councils, after they began not to allow 
themfelves to be impofed on by our pro- 
miles ; and by the French letting their 
defign too manifeitly appear, of fetting 
up the princes of Germany like nine-pins, 
to knock down one another. By thefe 
means the affairs of Europe, which were 
brought into the utmoft confufion and 
moit imminent danger by the Hanover 
{cheme I have mentioned, have been moft 
{urprifingly, and I muft fay unexpectedly 
reitored. J am convinced the French would 
be glad to leave the Queen of Hungary 
in the poffeffion of all her paternal domi- 
nions, not already yielded to others by 
treaty, if they could get the Emperor efta- 
blifhed in his Imperial dignity, and refto- 
red to his hereditary dominions ; and I 
hope we are not m&d enough, in the pre- 
fent circumftances of Europe, to join with 
her in any fcheme for dethroning the Em- 
peror, divefting him of his hereditary do- 
minions,or making conquefts uponFrance. 
Such a {cheme would revive the war with 
more violence than ever, and might be 
of the mott fatal confequence to this nation 
in particular, as well as to Europe in ge- 
neral. If our minifters have any fuch 
{chemes in their head, the fafety of Eu- 
rope, the very being of this kingdom, de- 
pends upon our agreeing to this addrefs, 
in order to prevent their proceeding to 
the execution of fuch romantick {chemes; 
and if they have none fuch jn petto, they 
can have no occafion for keeping our own 
troops in Flanders, and much lefs for keep- 
nig a large body of mercenaries in our pay.

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only to do. It is impoffible fot them to 
do any thing with the troops they have 
taken into their pay, or in the place 
where they have aflembled our army. I 
would have them puc the nation to as 
little expence as they can, and at the fame 
time to do as much as they can for the 
Queen of Hungary. The way to do this, 
would have been to fupport her with mo- 
ney only, and with the affiitlance of our 
fguadron, which we are otherwife obliged 
| to keep in the Mediterranean. She is 
herfelf certainly the beit judge whether 
Bher own dominions are capable to fupply 
her with men, and, if they are not, what 
mercenaries are molt proper for her fer- 
vice. If fhe had been left at full liberty, I 
believe the Hanoverians were the lait fhe 
Bwould have chofen. She likewife is the 
mpct judge, where armies ought to be af- 
miembled for her fervice ; and I am con- 
myinced, fhe would not have chofen to af- 
Memble an army either in Flanders or up- 
on the Rhine, till the had drove the 
B}'rench out of Germany, and fecured her 
poffeffions in Italy. If we had taken this 
ethod, one half of the money this army 
vill coft us, would have done her infinite 
mervice, Our army can do her none ;_ and 
he other half we might have employed 
n a vigorous profecution of our own war 
bgainit Spain ; which I was glad to hear 
ventioned in this debate, for I had quite 
oft it. I had inquired for it among the 
bficers of our army : they told me, there 
ad been fuch a thing lately ; for many 
Df their companions had loft their lives, 
nd the nation its reputation, by the mif- 
meconduét of the war ; but they now knew 
othing about it. I inquired for it among 
phe gentlemen of our navy: they told 
e they had not lately heard of it 5 for 
ho’ they were in commiffion, their fhips 
were all in port, and they had no orders 
Meither for failing orcruifing. At lait I in- 
Mjuired for it in the city : there indeed I 
card fomething of it ; for the merchants 
Maid, there mutt be certainly fome fuch 
hing, becaufe every poft brought them 
Meccounts of fome of their fhips being 
Meaken by Spanifh privateers. About 
hree or four years fince, I remember I 
eard fome Lords talk a great deal of our 
rar againft Spain, and of the mighty 
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feats we were to perform. We were to 
take; we were not only to take, but to 
hold. Now, after a war of three vearg 
continuance, in which our trade has f{uf- 
fered extremely, what have we taken, 
what can we hold ? 

My Lords, if by negle&ing the Spanith 

war we had done any rea! fervice to the 
Queen of Hungary, 1t would be fome ex- 
cufe ; but we have done none, and are 
not like to do much ; for I can tee, that 
the war in Europe is from hencetorth to 
be profecuted, not in that way which will 
be moft for her fervice, but in that which 
will be mott fafe and mot beneficial for 
Hanover. This I can plainly fee, by our 
taking fo many thoufands of Hanoverians 
into our pay ; for ofall the troops in Eu- 
rope, they are the lait we fhould have 
chofen for the fervice of the Queen of 
Hungary : and, I am fure, no ininifler 
who had a regard for his Majelty’s inte- 
reft as King of G. Britain, would have ad- 
vifed our taking them ; becaufe no ftep 
could be more unpopular, or tend more 
to alienate from him the affections of his 
people here in Britain. Excifesofall kinds 
are unpopular, but they are complained 
of chiefly among thofe who are affected 
by them ;_ whereas this of taking fuch a 
number of Hanoverians into our pay, and 
at fuch an exorbitant rate too, has united 
the whole people of Britain in one gene- 
ral complaint. My Lords, it may be at- 
tended with an effcét itill more dangerous 
to our prefent happy eftablifhment : it 
may alicnate the hearts of our army. 
Troops of different nations, when aflem- 
bled together, are very apt to conceive 
little piques, jealoufies and heart burnings 
again{ft one another ; it requires the ut- 
moit dexterity in the commanding officers 
to prevent it ; and if any thing like this 
fhould happen, I tremble to think of the 
confequences ; for if the army as well as 
people fhould become difaftecled, our pre- 
fent eftablifhment mutt be fupported by 
a foreign army, or not at all ; and every 
Englifhman mult dread to {ce a foreign 
army amongit us. 

This, my Lords, is a moft terrible e- 
vent ; and therefore this of taking a large 
body of Hanoverians into our pay, 15 a 
moft terrible precedent. If we are now 
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the fupport of our allies abroad, we may 
hereafter be perfuaded to bring them o- 
ver here for the fupport of our eftablifh- 
ment at home. Neceflity will be as ftrong 
an argument for that, as it has of late 
been for keeping up a numerous ftanding 
army of our own in time of peace ; for 
they are equally inconfiftent with our 
conititution : and the difaffe€tion of our 
army may hereafter be pleaded with as 
much flrength, and perhaps with as much 
fuccefs, for keeping a numerous army of 
mercenary Hanoverians in the kingdom, 
as the difaffection of the people has of 
late years been pleaded for keeping a nu- 
merous army of mercenary Englifhmen. 
What we are now about, my Lords, is 
the firit ftep; and, like a virgin deflower- 
ed, itis always more eafy to get a free 
people to make the fecond ftep to flavery, 
than it is to get them to make the firft. 
Nay, lam told, that fome of the new 
converts in the other houfe (for new con- 
verts are always molt zealous) have al- 
ready declared for bringing the Hanoveri- 
anguards to England; and it may be add- 
ed, that a regiment of the Englifh guards 
ought to be fent to Hanover in their 
ftead, that at both places his Majefty 
may appear both as King of G. Britain 
and as Elector of Hanover. 

Thus your Lordfhips may fee, how ar- 
guments may be pufhed in favour of 
what every Englifhman ought to fear. 
This mutt convince you, that our taking 
any Hanoverians, or at any rate, into our 
was a bad and a dangerous meafure.

The next faét I fhall take notice of, 
becaufe I think it of the utmoit impor- 
tance in this debate, is that relating to 
the declaration faid to have been made 
by the King of Pruflia. "lis truce, my 
Lords, fuch a declaration has been pu- 
blithed inour common gazettes ; and, if it 
had been genuine, I mutt fay, the bett 
thing we could have done, would have 
been to call home our troops, and difmils 
our auxiliaries ; for as the affairs ot Eu- 
rope are now fituated, we could not have 
a to have fupported the Queen of 
ungary, if he had again declared a- 
Bain her : but I have heard, by a letter 
rom Holland, and an authority I can de- 
pend on, that his minifter there has dif- 
claimed that declaration, and publickly 
declared, that no fuch declaration was e- 
ver made or publifhed by any authority 
from him ; therefore this can be no argu- 
ment in favour of what is now propoted, 
But as I am upon this fubjeét, allow me, 
my Lords, to explain, as far as I can, the 
condu&t of this court with regard to the 
difpute between that prince and the 
Queen of Hungary.

Certain rate in money in licu of them. 
By the quadruple alliance, the rate in this 
fe eftablifhed, is 10,000 Dutch florins 
br every 1000 foot, and 30,000 Dutch 
orins for every 100ohorfe by the month. 

t this rate, as our army in Flanders, 
hich confifts of 38,000 men only, will 
bit us, for one fingle campaign, above 
§500,000 |. the fame money fent to the 
Bucen of Hungary, at the rate of ex- 
ange we allow it at to our auxiliaries, 
ould have maintained for her, during a 
hole year, an army of 131,000 foot, cr 
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an army of 65,000 fcot and 21,000 horfe. 
From whence we m: iy fee how ridiculous 
it is for us to think of ; affitting her with 
troops initead of money. 

For God's fake, my Lords, what ne- 
cefiity is there for our aflilling her with 
troops ? Mutt we {pill our blood as 
as {pend our money in her fervice? Ca 
this be neceffiry, when it is evident, ad 
we fhould have done her more fervice by 
giving our mone y and faving our blood ? 
Wiil any of thofe who oaght to know, 
pretend to fay, that the infiiled upon our 
affiiting her with troop ? On the contrary, 
it has been faid, that a very great man in 
her fervice declared, that the money our 
troops coft us, would have done her much 
more fervice. It is rage I think, e- 
vident, that we had fome other end in 
fending our troops abro. x thin merely to 
afhiit the Queen of Hungary W here 
they are, the y can do her no + rvice; and 
whatever may be alledged, I am convin- 
ced, our mercenaries will not, they dare 
not march to the place where they can 
ferve her, unlefs the face of affairs be ve- 
ry much altered before next campaign. 

It has been faid, that our fending our 
troops abroad will encourage other powers 
to join with us. No fuch thing, my 
Lords: it will difcourage them.  {t is fo 
rafh a ftep, it is fuch an egregious error in 
politicks, that no courtin Europe will 
have any thing todo with fuch madinen, 
if not worle. I fay worfe, my Lords 3 
for if it be true, that our troops were fent 
abroad, for no other reafon but to fur- 
nifh a pretence for our taking a body of 
Hanoverians into our pay, as has been 
hinted in this debate, thofe Englifhmen 
that advifed fuch a ftep, are not only mad, 
but worfe than mad. We might have 
had the mil of any prince in l.urope at 
a che: aper rate None o# our late treaties 
for foreign troops ought to be looked on 
as prececents 5 for, incvery one of 
we paid more than was neceffary or ufual, 
becaule there was fome other confiderati- 
on, fome fervice done, or to be done, to 
Hanover, which this nation ‘was to pay 
for, befides the hire of ¢ the troops. We 
may olten ge" troops Wi yut bes bli- 
ged to py abfidies ; we may ¢ fren get 
tr oops wiflout be ty pay levys 
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money: and with refpect to the Hanove- 
rians, we have introduced a new article, 
that of recruiting-money, which was ne- 
ver before in any treaty for the hire of 
troops, which is not in that we now have 
with the King of Sweden for his Heffians, 
which is not allowed even to our own 
troops; becaufe the current pay, from 
the time of a man’s death or defertion, 
has always been allowed, and has always 
been thought fufficient for anfwering the 
expence of recruiting. 

This of courfe brings under my obfer- 
vation what the Noble Duke has faid of our 
regiments being incompleat. In ordina- 
ry cafes, this intermediate pay may be 
allowed to make good the expence of re- 
cruiting ; but thofe recruits ought to be 
raifed as foon as pofhble, that the pu- 
blick may not be made to pay for troops 
jt has not in its fervice: therefore, in ex- 
traordinary cafes, when a whole regiment 
has been near cut off, and has, through 
neceflity, continued long unrecruited, a 
different account ought to be made up. 
For this reafon, I hope we fhall have an 
account of what has been faved by the 
incompleatnefs of our regiments here at 
home, and efpecially by the unaccount- 
able deftruction of our troops, fent upon 
that ill-concerted and ill-conduéted expe- 
dition to the Weit-Indies. But whether 
we could have fent more of our own troops 
abroad or no, is with me no way material 
in the prefent debate ; becaufe I think we 
ought not to have fent any, nor to have 
taken any foreign troops into our pay. 
And with me it is as little material, what 
the King of Pruffia has declared, or the 
Dutch refolved ; becaufe, in the prefent 
circumitances of Europe, we ought not, 
I think, to enter into any romantick and 
dangerous projects for reducing the power 
of France, or increafing or reftoring the 
power of the houfe of Auftria; and, with 
the aflittance of our money and our fleet, 
I believe the Queen of Hungary will be 
able to make both the French and the 
Spaniards fick of the war: therefore our 
chief bufinefs ought, I think, to be, to 
mind our own concerns, which is the pro- 
fecuting the war againit Spain with vi- 
on in order to bring it to a {peedy and 

appy conclufion; aad as the Spaniards 
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have now fent fo many of their troop: ox 
of that kingdom, I think that war ¢ ught, 
now efpecially, to be found upon tie 
coafts of Spain, as well as in Italy ard 
the Weit-Indies.

ties, ‘They have for a long time been di- 
vided into two parties: one of which is 
for keeping up a clole corre(pondence with 
France, and not being too fufpicious, as 
they call it, of the ambition of that court; 
and the other is for entertaining a conti 
nual jealouly cf French faith and promifes, 
and, in order to guard againit them, to 
keep up a clofe union with G. Britain 
and the houfe of Auitria. "The former of 
thefe parties is of courle, as it has always 
been, joined by all the high republicans, 
who are afraid of nothing fo much asa 
Stadtholder ; and the latter is joined by 
the Prince of Orange's party ; which is 
the reaton of the former’s being the moft 

powertul, the latter the moit popular. 
Between tiefe two parties, my Lords, his 
Majeity had a very difficule part to adts 
but gota great advantage by the iuccefles 
of the Queen of Hungary about the end 
of the year 1741. ‘This gave courage to 
the Anti French party in Holland to pro- 
pofe an augmentation of their troops, and 
fo far diflipated the fears of all the mode- 
rate men in Holland, that their propofal 
was agreed to by the States General, and 
an augmentation actually refolved on a- 
bout the beginning of the laft year. Up- 
on this occafion, I thal) not afhrm, but I 
may with reafon fuppofe, that the fame 
party, or fome of the heads of them, in- 
finuated to his Majetty, that if a body of 
Englith forces were fent over to Flanders, 
and a confiderable army formed there, it 
might be of great fervice to their party, 
by giving them a majority in the aflem- 
bly of their High Mightinefles, and that 
they would then periuade the States-Ge- 
neral to join with his Majelly in the mofk 
vigorous meafures. ‘This, I fay, 1 
not aflirm, but I may fuppote it; and there- 
fore | may fuppole, that this was the 
true reafon of his Majeiiy’s refolving fo 
early latt {pring to fend over a body of 
his troops to Flanders: but as this body 
was not of itfelf fufficient, even in con- 
junction 
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junction with the Auftrian troops there, 
to form any confiderable army ; therefore 
it was, I believe, at the fame time refol- 
ved, that the Heffians in Britifh pay fhould 
join them, and that another large body 
of foreign troops fhould be hired for the 
fame purpofe. But what troops fhould be 
hired for this purpofe, was not fo foon re- 
folved on. I am convinced, the Hanover 
troops could not at that time be fo much 
as thought on, becaufe they could not 
march from their own country, whilft a 
French army was upon its frontier. For 
this reafon | am apt to believe, that ap- 
plications were made for other troops ; 
and when none other could be found, and 
M. Maillebois had marched with his ar- 
my from the neighbourhood of Hanover, 
then, 1 believe, and not till then, the hi- 
ring of this body of Hanoverian troops 
was thought on; confequently this mea- 
fure could not be refolved on before the 
end of latt feflion of parliament. So that 
his Majefty could not afk the previous 
acvice of parliament, either with regard 
to the Hanover troops, or with regard to 
the fending a body of his own troops a- 
broad. With refpect to the former, he 
could not afk the previous advice of par- 
liament, becaufe the meafure was not re- 
folved on till after the parliament was up ; 
and with refpect to the latter, he could 
not afk the previous advice of parliament, 
becaute he could not communicate to 
fuch a numerous aflembly, the fecret mo- 
tives that induced him to refolve upon it. 
After this fhort account, [ hope none

The lait good effect produced by this 
feafure, is the refolution lately agreed to 
the Dutch for affilling the Queen of 
ungary with 20,000 men, which is an 
neit of what we may hereafter expect, 
Bwe fteadily and vigoroufly purfue the 
Mme fort of meafures. My Lords, the 
Bench party in that country is fo ftrong, 
bd has been fo long prevalent, that we 
nnot expeéct our friends there thould at 
bce be able to do all we with. They 
ft proceed by degrees, and as it were 
p by ftep. Confidering the difficulties 

have to furmount, they have done 
much already, that we may reafonably 
peét, the States-General will next year 
folve to join us with their whole force ; 
d if they fhould do fo, we may then be 
a condition to attack France isfelf with 
army of above 100,000 men. If this 
buld be the cafe, whatever extravagant 
inion fome Lords may have of the pre- 
Mt power of France, I believe fhe would 
B unable to fend any fuccours cither to 
rmany or Savoy; andthen we might 
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expect to fee Prince Charles of Lor- 
rain very foon upon the Rhine, with an- 
other army of above 100,c00 men; 
befides a numerous army of Aultrians tent 
into Italy, to drive the Spaniards from 
thence, after which France might expect 
to be invaded by another formidable ar- 
my upon the fide of Savoy ; and ali thole 
armies confitting of veteran, well-dilci- 
plined troops. 

I thall grant, my Lords, that France 
and Spain can bring great numbers of 
men into the field; but let us confider, 
that the former has already lott a great 
part of her veteran, well-dilciplined fol- 
diers in Germany, and the latter a great 
part of her’s in Italy and Savoy. ‘They 
may now perhaps be able to bring armies 
into the field, equal in number to thofe 
that are brought againit them ; but thef 
will be far from being equal in vigour, 
courage, or difcipline ; and confequently, 
with the affittanceof providence, we have 
great reafon to expect as to 
be able to prefcribe terms of peace both 
to France and Spain: therefore we need 
not trouble our heads much about pro- 
fecuting our war againit Spain, efpecial- 
ly inthe Weit-Indies, where the climate 
will always be more fatal to our forces 
than the enemy. But all this depends up- 
on our being able to bring the Dutch in- 
to the alliance; and as nothing could 
contribute more to that fo much to be 
wifhed for event, than our forming an 
army in Flanders, the utility of that mea- 
fure mult, I think, be acknowledged by 
every one of your Lordfhips. 

In the lait place, my Lords, I come to 
confider the popularity of this meature. 
And here I muft bemoan the fate of this 
country, where ill-deligning men have al- 
moft as much liberty as they pleafe to 
{pread falfe rumours among the people, 
and to enforcea belief of thole rumours 
with all the cunning fophiitry they can 
invent.

This is, in my opinion, the cafe with 
refpect to the liberty now taken to 
infinuate, and even by all forts of 
artful arguments to prove, that, ever 
fince his late Majefly’s acceffion, the 
intercit of England has been facrifi- 
ced to that of Hanover; and parti- 
cularly, that our fending our forces 
to Flanders upon this occafion, was 
defigned only to furnifh a pretence 
for taking 16,000 Hanoverians into 
our pay. That this particular infi- 
nuation mutt be falfe, I hope I have 
fhewn to your Lordthips fatisfaétion ; 
becaule wecould not fo much as ex- 
pect to have any Hanoverian troops 
to hire, when the refolution was ta- 
Ken to fend our own to Flanders. 
By thinking and confiderate men, 
this infinuation, like the reft of the 
fame kind, can never be believed ; 
and, among all thofe of my acquain- 
tance, I have the confolation to find, 
it is not. On the contrary, they ac- 
knowledge their gratitude to his 
Majefty, for running the rifk of ex- 
poling his electoral dominions to be 
invaded, on account of his lending 
his troops for forming an army, 
which may contribute fo much tothe 
fafety as well as intereft of Europe 
mn general, and of this nation in par- 
ticular. This, I believe, is very gene- 
rally the way of thinking among 
men of rank and figure. As for the 
populace, whatever way their credu- 
lity may have been lately abufed, 
they will very foon, I hope, be un- 
deceived by the event; therefore 
their way of thinking ought to have 
no weight with your Lordfhips, and, 
I am iure, it fhall have no influence 
upon my way of voting with regard 
to this queftion.
